George Lewis, a tavern keeper, 
told police he had seen Dr. Mans- 
feldt sitting in his car, apparently 
alive, on Thursday on a road at 
Pedro Point near here. Lewis 
passed the spot again today and 
noticed a figure slumped in the 
front seat. He telephoned the 
sheriff’s office and deputies went 
to the scene and identified the 
physician.

Coming through to put the Tigers ahead, three games to two, the major league’s leading 
winner conquered Fordham Hank Borowy, who had beaten him in the first game. It was

CONFUSION, COMMOTION 


Almost everything which could 
possibly happen in a ball game 
happened out here in the sun- 
shine at Wrigley Field. Two men 
tripped and fell running the base 
paths, the Cubs contributed two 
errors, there were arguments and 
involved plays, a batter was hit 
by a pitched ball, 10 men batted 
in one Tiger inning, there was a 
parade of pitchers and pinch-hit-

outfielder in the ivy growing on 
the centerfield wall.

BOROWY TO SHOWERS 

It was a heart-warming inning 
for those Tigers when they saw 
Borowy trudge to the showers. 
For the lean-faced Polish-Ameri- 
can: boy from New Jersey had giv- 
en them plenty of lumps before

away and the Cubs purchased him 
in mid-season this year as pen- 
nant insurance for $100,000.

Wage Boost 
Opponents 
Given Ear 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—(4)— 


The administration’s drive for a 
65-cents-am hour wage minimum 
headed today into its real opposi- 
tion. 

Starting today, senators on the 
Labor Committee who have been 
studying the proposed boost from 
the present 40-cents-an-hour legal 
minimum are to hear from oppo- 
nents, 

For two weeks now they have 
listened to cabinet officials, CIO 
leaders, factory workers, govern- 
ment statisticians and even one 
steel plant owner—all to the effect 
that a 65-cent minimum now is 
only just. Most of the witnesses 
said it was not enough in view 
of high living costs. The bill calls 
for an increase to 75 cents an hour 
after two years. 


Almost to a man, the favoring | 
witnesses have quoted President | 


Truman on the stand that a 40- 
cent figure was inadequate before 
the war and is obsolete now. 

Thus, they have staked their 
fight on the President’s leadership. 

Senator Aiken, Republican, Ver- 
mont, a backer of the bill, said to- 
day in an interview that “I have 
an idea” that the minimum will 
be revised upward. 

“Just consideration of the bill 
has done a lot of good,” he added. 
“It has focused attention on the 
very great differences in pay over 
the country.” 

Aiken said many people regard 
the legislation as strictly for the 
labor unions, “whereas, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it really would help the 
52% per cent of eligible people 
who belong to no union. Most 
union scales run over 65 cents.” 

The Vermont senator added that 
“any increase must not be so rapid 
as to disrupt industry, and there 
ea be fair safeguards for exemp- 

ons.” 

The danger of disrupting indus- 
try- was the‘theme of-Senator El- 
lender, Democrat, Louisiana, most 
persistent questioner of witnesses 
to date. 

“I'd like to see everybody have 
a high standard of living,” was the 
way Ellender put it, “but I don’t 
think we can safely disregard the 
effects of legislation for one group 
alone.” 

Ellender has said that a high 
legal minimum might play havoc 
with farmers needing labor and 
with small manufacturers who 
can’t afford high-productivity ma- 
chines.

Japanese newspapers clamored lengthily for a house- 
cleaning that would sweep out suspected war criminals, 


feudalists and bureaucrats ‘who to 


‘date have failed Japan under the 
American occupation. The newly- 


freed Communist minority called 
for the overthrow of emperor rule. 

While Shidehara grappled with 
the problems of a government 
whose life may be short, Gen, 
MacArthur yesterday struck at 
one of the most sinister roots of 
Japanese imperialism—the nar- 
cotic trade. 

He demanded a full accounting 
of present stocks and production 
of seed-processed narcotics from 
1930 to 1945. This covers the pe- 
riod when imperialists were 
spreading the use of narcotics in 
conquered areas of China. 
DEMAND INVENTORY 

It was one of three directives 
that went out to the Japanese gov- 
ernment, still disorganized after 
Friday’s fall of Prince Higashi- 
Kuni’s post-surrender cabinet. 

Another called for a sweeping 
inventory of Japan’s chemical in- 
dustry, covering all laboratories 
and plants as well as stocks, in- 
cluding catalysts, acids, solvents, 
alcohols, nitrogen, drugs, fats, oils, 
plastics and fertilizer. 

A third order gave the Japanese 
government 25 days to report on 
the measures MacArthur previous- 
ly had ordered taken to prevent 
the spread of djsease which might 
infect American occupation forces. 

American medical officers mean- 
while took over control of quaran- 
tine measures in all Japanese 
ports, and will examine returning 
Japanese soldiers and civilians to 
prevent the importation of disease. 
BLOW AT BUREAUCRATS 

The Japanese government itself 
asked the Allied command for per- 
abolish the bureau- 
cratic regional governments-gen- 
eral, set up last June to meet the 
threat of an American invasion. 

The Domei Agency reported 
that all senior staff members over 
65 had been retired by the vast 
Mitsubishi interests, one of the 
great industrial houses marked 
for dissolution by occupation au- 
thorities. 

While this removed from office 
the presidents of the major sub- 
sidiaries, including Chairman Ki- 
yoshi Goko, of the Mitsubishi 
heavy industry control, it left the 
rich Iwasaki family firmly in con- 
trol. 

Baron Koyata Iwasaki, presi- 
dent of Mitsubishi, became chair- 
man of the board of directors, 
Domei said, while his son, Hiko- 
yata Iwasaki, succeeded to the 
presidency. :

HONESTY NETS 
FAIR A BUCK 


Fairs and circuses have a 
way of recalling one’s child- 
hood and the things that hap- 
pened “in the good old days.”

TWO QUESTIONS 

I take only one example. The 
disclosed memorandum is said to 
argue that 55 per cent of British 
manpower as against 49 per cent 
of American manpower was en- 
gaged in the armed forces or in 
the war e?fort by June, 1944. But 
everything here turns on two qves- 
tions of definition. The simpler 
one is why June, 1944, is taken; 
or that we are told nothing. The 
far more complex one is how the 
category is decided which includes 
only manpower engaged in the 
armed forces or in the war produc- 
tion effort. 

Certainly it would not be easy 
to agree upon the second. I 
should myself argue without hesi- 
tation that workers engaged in 
building accommodation for other 
workers in shipyards, or airplane 
factories, or munition works came 
inside the category; so, in my 
view, do the drivers of autobuses 
which took war workers, under 
government instructions, to and 
from their jobs; so, also the men 
in the garages who kept these 
vital vehicles in good repair. 


KEYNES’ MEMORANDUM 

Indeed, I think it would be rea- 
sonable to suggest that anyone 
who was in what the minister of 
labor called a “reserved occupa- 
tion,” and was thereby subject to 
the essential work order, can fair- 
ly be regarded as coming within 
the category of the Keynes memo- 
randum, But I have no idea, so 
far as the leakage goes, how Lord 
Keynes constructed this category, 
and still less how he could make 
a comparison that was more than 
the roughest possible approxima- 
tion, with the effort of an eco- 
nomic system which—was gov- 
erned throughout by rules quite 
different from those applied by 
the British cabinet. 

All, therefore, that it seems 
possible to say is something like 
this. So far as we know, both our 
peoples put a massive and majes- 
tic energy into the waging of war. 
The British conditions were more 
diffic t conditions than those con- 
fron the United States. 
BRITISH EFFORT 

The British were extended” to 
their maximum effort, both in 
battle and in the factories, for a 
longer period than the Americans. 
They suffered more nervous strain 
through their continuous experi- 
ence of the blackout. Their eco- 
nomic position, with the coming 
of victory, is more difficult and 
more strained than that of the 
United States; and_so is the task 
of social reconstruction to which 
they must put their hands. Their 
ability to export has suffered 
more, and this creates exceptional 
difficulty, for a nation the life of 
which is so dependent, especially 
in the realm of food, on its capac- 
ity to recover its export trade so 
as to pay for its imports. 

None of this touches the issue of 
whether the United States or Great 
Britain contributed more to the 
war effort. We could no more 
have won the war without Ameri- 
can co-operation than we could 
have won it without Russian co- 
operation; and I think it is not less 
true that our share in the common 
task was essential to the success 
of the United States and the So- 
viet Union. 

FUTILE COMPARISONS 

But, once this is said, it is no 
more possible to make a precise 
balance-sheet of comparative costs 
than it is to say whether Winston 
Churchill or Franklin Roosevelt or 
Joseph Stalin was the most vital 
factor in victory. Each of them 
did a grand piece of work; none 
of them could have done it so 
grandiy without the aid of the 
others. 

So that the real questions in the 
Washington talks just now seem 
to me to be these: First, What is 
in fact the actual economic posi- 
tion of Great Britain; second, Does 
it need help, and if so, what help; 
third, Is the United States in a 
position to help, and, if so, to what 
extent; and fourth, Is it to the ad- 
vantage of the United States to

HOW TO WAKE UP 

When the 4-H’er first moved to 
his own home! he was confronted 
with the problem of getting up in 
time for school. Mrs. Severing- 
haus, his pretty young mother, 
didn’t have time to run down to 
the concrete brick cottage every 
morning to wake Ben for his 


breakfast. 


So “Benjamin Franklin” Sev- 
eringhaus collected some wire, a 
toy electric train transformer, a 
switch, and a doorbell. He went 
to work and, bingo! an electric 
bell! He put the switch in the 
kitchen and connected it with 
wire to the bell over his bed. 

Now, when it’s time for her 
son to get out of bed, Mrs. Ser- 


_l|eringhaus throws the bell switch 


on for a few seconds and then 
finishes preparing breakfast. The 
bell in Ben’s bachelor quarters 
rings and soon afterwards the lad 
shows up for his meal. 

Ben has been playing with elec- 
tricity ever since he was four 
years old. Even when he was a 
baby, his mother says, he delight- 
ed in playing with sockets. And 
one day he complained that one 
had bitten him, but still he played 
with them. 


TO MAKE A FIRE 

For pastime, Ben and his 12- 
year-old brother, Tommy, used to 
wrap wire around matches buried 
in pine straw. Then they’d go 
off and turn on the electricity, 
thereby igniting the matches and 
straw. They got this idea from 
watching workers at the Consoli- 
dated Quarries Corporation, where 
Father Severinghaus is general 
manager and vice president in 
charge of production. They saw 
the men blast granite from the 
quarry, which is near the house, 
and then came the idea of light- 
ing matches and exploding flash 
powder by electricity. 

Ben has rewired a truck, and set 
up lights around the Severinghaus 
swimming pool, which is about a 
mile from the house.

|_ ENFORCEMENT PROCEDURE 

| In case of a repeat violation, the 
state patrol sends out uniformed 
men from the local district to take 
up the investigation. They often 
book cases against the drivers and 
bring them into court, with the 
school patrolman and the bus 
driver as the principal witnesses. 

Most reported motorists admit 
their guilt and argue that they did 
not know passing a loaded school 
bus that had stopped was a vio- 
lation, Ferguson said. Only a few 
attempt to say that they were not 
driving the car at the time, or 
deny the charge altogether. 

State patrolmen from each of 
the 21 units over the state par- 
ticipate in the work, but headquar- 
ters is at the safety education di- 
vision in Atlanta. Uniformed of- 
ficers go to each school at the be- 
ginning of the school year for or- 
ganization work and meet with 
units as often as other duties per- 
| mit.

Russia. They were very practical men, shall we say, cynical. 
There was a great deal about which to be cynical. A book of the 
’20’s, “British Agent,” by Bruce Lockhart, is quite revealing on 
that subject, much more so than the history books of the deals of 


these days. 

These followed, too, the almost 20 years of international “quar- 
antine” which the rest of the world imposed on the Soviets, sub- 
jecting them meanwhile to a constant barrage of propaganda. 
During that time the Soviets were not unaware of history. 

Being young and being one of the great powers, the Soviets have 
earned a reputation for “realistic” diplomacy and “policy.” 

This is quite true, and at the same time if it is not revealing, 
then it is unfortunate. 


Molotov is one of the “old Bolsheviks.” That 
Panama Can is to say, he was one who helped make the 
revolution, joining the party in 1906 and in 1917 being head of the 
Bolshev'k organization in Petrograd. Referred to as “Stalin's 
Shadow,” he took on a pseudonym, as did Stalin. His real name, 
if it be of interest, was Viacheslav V. Skriabin. He took the name 
“Molotov,” which means “hammer.” 

He has the face of a. professor, a fine forehead and eyes, and 
he is orderly and precise like a professor or a scientist. Incidentally, 
he is a vegetarian and a teetotaler, which also makes him unusual 
among Russians. : 

But, like all those who came to the top in Russia, he possesses 
a very real intelligence and, more important, a very rich background 
of history and economics. As a sidelight to this, I would like to 
say that in discussions with Soviet editors in Moscow last spring, 
I found them enormously able in argument and discussion because 
of their very real background of factual information in history, 
foreign affairs and everything pertaining to world economics and 
trends. 

But, to get back to the reports coming out of the recent meet- 
ing, it i@ obvious, of course, that Minister Molotov was not really 
asking for control interests in the Panama or Suez canals. But 
he was gently reminding both us and Britain that he very well knew 
how we each got our respective canal rights. And he was saying, 
too, that the Soviets wanted rights in the Dardanelles and what 
business was it of ours. 

The Soviets are always doing embarrassing things. As, for 
instance, when the original disarmament proposals came up after 
the first World War, the Russians proposed that every nation 
entirely disarm. They had their tongue in cheek then, but it was 
a smart move. 

Fhe trouble is now, of course, that both England and the United 
States wish to go ahead with new ideals, or rather wish to apply 
old ideals. The Soviets say they, too, are willing but please wait 
until they, too, have what they want. 

Nevertheless, the Soviets want peace. So do we. So does Eng- 
land. We will work it out. It was not surprising the first con- 
ference resulted as it did.

Learned Geography 
Since Leaving School 


It was in the fall of 1938. Decatur High had 

Si a football star who was, that year, just about the 
outstanding high school player of this section. 

(I wrote of him in this column on Oct. 24, of that year.) 


His name is Ralph Kennerley. 


After graduation at Decatur he went to Clemson College. Played 
freshman football there, then was off the squad during his sopho- 
more year because of a ruptured appendix. Didn’t have a chance as 
a junior. Something happened at a place called Pearl Harbor and 
he went to play on a bigger team in a more important conflict. 


His position, on the big team, was as gunner on a B-29. 

And, according to some recent letters to his folks at home, letters 
which I have had the privilege of reading, he has learned a lot more 
geography from a gunner’s seat than he ever learned at Decatur 
High. Or Clemson. 

For the places which were, in those old days, nothing but names 
in a textbook or dots on a map, are very real to him now. Such 
places as Tinian and Iwo Jima and Tokyo and Nagasaki and Kobe. 

iy Sirice the surrender that B-29 has been busy 
From the Air dropping suppliés to prisoner of war camps in 
Japan and to our occupation forces there. Too, it was one of an 
armada of the air that turned the sky black over the U. S. S. 
Missouri and all the other naval ships while the Japanese officially 
signed the papers of capitulation. 

“We were right over the battleship Missouri while they were 
signing the surrender,” he writes. “I got a good picture of it. I’ve 
never seen so many battleships and airplanes at one time in my 
life; the sky and sea were black with them... . 

“Tokyo and Yokohama are completely burned out. It is hard to 
realize that. we have done so much damage, Just imagine from 
Sears to the Fox theater burned out on both sides of the streets as 
far as you can see. ... In downtown Tokyo only the fireproof 
buildings are standing. Grass is growing in the streets. ... 


“We went in at 1,000 feet. All the people stop and stare up at us. 
They are either walking or riding a bicycle... . 

“All the inland waterways are crammed with Jap boats which 
have been run aground and wrecked. Some boats in the process of 
being built are in the docks. We went over several airfields. ... We 
saw some American troops being landed. It really looks good to see 
the American planes and soldiers down there.” 

“We flew over a prisoner of war camp. 


Tut! Tut! History? The prisoners had written on top of the 


building, ‘Take us home,’ and ‘Australia.’ Others had put up ‘York- 
town.’ I guess that is in England.” (Why, Ralph! Forgotten your 
American history so soon? Even the names of the great ships of 
your own Navy?) 

I haven't heard in recent days. According to best information 
Ralph will be returning home soon, doffing his uniform and wearing 
one of those gold buttons of discharge in the lapel of a civvies coat. 


I don’t suppose, at this late date, he'll be playing much football. 


But it would be good to see him, tossing forward passes—I saw 
him complete seven out of eight tries in one game at Decatur High. 
Or punting that leather. He averaged approximately 50 yards in 
that same game. 

It is strange to recall the boys you knew only six or seven years 
ago, as youngsters in high school. To think of what they have seen 
and done, since. To see them, older and more mature, back on our 
streets and in our homes. 

To learn, as we are learning, not to ask too many questions about 
what they have seen or done, over there. Just to have patience and 
leave it for spontaneous conversation. They don’t answer direct ques- 
tions, freely, but they tell it all, little by little, if you just wait on 
natural, spontaneous conversation. 

Not a one of us in the stands on those old Decatur nights, when 
Kennerley and the others on that '38 squad were scoring downs and 
touchdowns, ever connected them, directly, with such names as 
Nagoya, Tokyo, Nagasaki, Iwo Jima. Or Aachen and Normandy, 
Paris and London and Berlin. Only names, then, in a schoolbook. 

Nor could we dream of the distant graves, under the white 
crosses, that were to become sacred spots on such distant, foreign 
shores. 

History is, ofttimes, a dull and unreal thing, in the pages of a 
textbook. The history of the past six years, though, is written in- 
delibly in the lives of the boys that you and I know. Those pages 
will never. be forgotten, so long as men remain to telf the tales of

Monetary 
: Illusion 


A few centuries ago, when the 
first settlers were taking ships for | 
America, any man who earned 
three pounds a month was rare 
and fortunate. Measured in our 
coin, it would have 
$15, but in purchasing power it 


much. It was more than any man 
neéded, for there were few things 
to buy and the cost of simple ne 
cessities was measured in pennies. 


Brisbane used to make frequent 
mention of the fact that no Ameri- | 
can workman, before the Civil 
War, made more than one dollar 
a day. His indignation was mis- 
leading, for that daily dollar was 
equal to several of ours. Henry 
Ward Beecher, the famous preach- 
er who loved the ladies, said it 
was enough to provide a good liv- 
ing for any workman who didn't 
waste his money on beer. (He 
wasn’t a qualified authority, how- 
ever, for his rich congregation paid 
him $30,000 a year.) 

I can remember a time when 
a skilled small-town mechanic in 
the prairie country was paid only 
$9 a week. That seems a starva- 
tion wage, but the workman paid 
only $4 or $5 for house rent, and 
other things: were priced in pro- 
portion. A fowl for Sunday din- 
ner cost a dime. That was the 
year farmers burned corn because 
it was cheaper than coal, 


The point is that we fool our- 
selves by measuring values in 
terms of dollars instead of meas- 
uring dollars in terms of what 
they will buy. (I have seen Jap 
women coaling a ship—thirty of 
them standing in line, tossing 
hemp baskets from hand to hand 
—at five cents a day. That wage 
horrified Americans, but evidently 
it provided a living.) 

Most of us prefer living in a 
high-wage community, for all ex- 
perience has shown that high 
wages ‘mean general prosperity, 
good health and literacy. But this 
is true only within the limits of 
reason and arithmetic. 


A 30 per cent wage increase 
for all persons employed by the 
big industries would be good for 
everybody if industry could ab- 
sorb the increase without raising 
prices, : 

But what if it can’t? What if 
the increase is granted and results 
in a corresponding increase in the 
price of everything we buy? 

In that case there is no in- 
crease of real wages. People who 
get the increase are right where 
they were in terms of bread and 
butter; but other people are made 
poorer, for they must pay more 
without getting more. 

What really happens in such a 
case is that the dollar loses value. 
And if the process is repeated, the

WASHINGTON .—It is difficult not to see 
. where a certain amount of political and diplo 
" matic ineptitude was responsible for the failure 

of the conference of Allied foreign ministers in London. | 
In disregard of a formal agreement made Z President Truman, 
Marshal Stalin and Prime Minister Attlee at Potsdam, Soviet For- 
eign Commissar Molotov first consented to allow the foreign min- 
isters of France and China to participate in the discussions over 
—— we with Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary and 

inland. 

He changed his mind later, however, when it became evident 
that Russia was meeting a solid block of opposition from the other 


foreign ministers in most of the Soviet demands, 

: Observers on the scene in London say that Mr. 
Solid Front woictev was irritated by this solid front against 
him, and so decided to invoke the terms of the Potsdam agreemen 
which called for the exclusion of France and China from most o 
the decisions. 

The effect of the exclusion would be to narrow the field of 
opposition. Molotov probably reasoned that witgmonly the Big Three 
foreign ministers participating in the council, it would be easier to 
arrive at a compromise on some of the questions at issue. 

One factor which undoubtedly caused him to reason thus was 
the feeling that the United States ultimately will show no real 
interest in concerning itself with the affairs of the Danubian states, 
but will leave the field to Russia and Britain, 

That would place Russia in a position to do pretty much as it 
pleases, since the Soviet Union occupies the saddle seat for that 
section of Europe. 

In any event, Mr. Molotov did invoke the Potsdam agreement 
for the exclusion of all but the Big Three, and there the conf 
ence collapsed, 


"Hitleri an’ British Foreign Minister Bevin made matters worse 

by denouncing Molotov’s actions as “Hitlerian.” 
Siding with France, China and Britain, our own foreign secretary, 
Jimmy Byrnes, does not appear to have contributed anything to 
breaking the impasse beyond directing a few saccharine utterances 
at the other principals. 

The most common criticism made of the conference tends to 
bear out the Russian commissar’s complaint. It is that it was called 
without proper preparation being laid in advance. Another on 
the same score concerns the lack of seasoned ability of most of the 
foreign ministers participating. Of the Big Three, both Mr. Byrnes 
and Mr. Bevin have been appointed since the meeting of the Allied 
heads of state at Potsdam. 

It is difficult to understand how such a council of foreign min- 
isters could fail to agree even on a simple matter of procedure, 
At that rate the peace treaty itself will be a long time in the making.

It all turns on the question of what right has France and China 
to participate in decisions regarding the peace settlement with the 
Balkan countries. Neither France nor China, for example, was at 
war with Romania, one of the countries involved. 

And if France and China are allowed to participate in the deci- 
sions, why not Greece, Yugoslavia, Belgium and Holland—four of 
our other allies in the struggle against the Axis. 

Mr. Molotov was content to let the first two participate, it seems, 
until he got the idea they were ganging up on him. Then he chose 
to invoke the original agreement reached at Potsdam. 

It should have been possible for better management to have 
apa a compromise instead of allowing the conference to end 
n a fiasco.

Outlook 


WASHINGTON.—There is 
reason now for anyone to believe 
that President Truman will recom- 
mend to congress any legal reform 
to diminish the dangerous powers 
of unions. Therefore it may be 
anticipated that strikes will in- 
crease in number during the fall 
and winter and that, by means of 
the jugular strike, countless non- 


strikers will be* thrown out of 
work through the interrupting of 
public services such as transporta- 
tion, electric power and water sup- 
ply, and the production of mate- 
rials such as roller-bearings, for 
lack of which many other indus- 
tries must quit operations. 


There are some in congress who 
look forward to a winter of fight- 
ing and public suffering and 
rather grimly welcome the pros- 
pect as a showdown, believing that 
an element of the nation which 
only recently has been discovering 
its own existence will then. de- 
mand relief and protection under 
law. This element is known as 
‘the public.” It includes, of course, 
some union members, but, on the 
face of all credible statistics, it is 
overwhelmingly nonunion and to 
some extent angrily antiunion. 


FROM THE STANDPOINT of 
those who have preached reform 
for years, and desire peace in the 
long run, such a reckless program 
of strikes, however painful and 
costly, would seem ultimately de- 
sirable. Every other way has 
failed. Every reasonable proposal 
intended to guarantee responsible 
union administration, honest strike 
votes, peaceful arbitration, honest 
union elections, freedom of mem- 
bership and freedom from arro- 
persecution of individual 
workers has been howled down 
by men who have shown them- 
selves to be incapable of leading 
labor in a manner consistent with 
the public good and the rights 
of their subject members. 


THE LATE PRESIDENT Roose- 
velt created this condition and 
preserved the powers of the union- 
eers, but Mr. Truman’s record 
shows no special affection for 
them. He could, if he had the 
strength of personality or charac- 
ter, go over their heads in propos- 
ing reasonable reforms. To get 
such reforms he would only have 
to ask congress for them.

PRINCETON, N. J.—The unions 
of the country have as a long- 
range aim not only increased 
wages for workers but shorter 
working hours. 

A major step in labor’s long 
struggle for shorter working hours 
was the passage of the wage hour 
law of 1938, setting the normal 
working week at 40 hours and the 
minimum hourly wage rates at 40 
cents after Oct. 24, 1940. 

While recent surveys have 
shown that a substantial section 
of the public is willing to see the 
minimum wage _ rates boosted 
above 40 cents, as called for in the 
Pepper bill, a majority of the pub-

WITHOUT KNOWING the inti- 
mate history of each of the pleas- 
ant gentlemen who became the 


charter members of the Farm- 


ers’ Club on Friday last, and with- 
out any personal knowledge of 
the type of farming which these 
gentlemen . practice, it seemed, 
from where we sat and from what 
we heard, that we were divided 
into three classes of farmers. (a) 
Those who owned farms and were 
renting them out or letting them 
“lie out.”; (b) Those who owned 
farms and were operating them 
at long range; and, (c) those who 
personally operate their own 
farms, and, (what is much more 
important), live on their farms. 

Without being too precise, let us 
look into the motives of these 
three classes of farmers. If one’s 
farm is rented out, we are con- 
cerned with the collection of our 
rents and with methods which will 
prevent the renter from abusing or 
destroying our lands. If our lands 
are “lying out,” (which is a polite 
term for land abandonment) we 
are hopeful that fires will be kept 
out and that the land will volun- 
tarily grow up in valuable timber. 


IF WE ARE operating by re- 


close a kinship with the landowner. 
mote control, (a ‘practice called 
absentee - landlordism) we are 
either preparing our farms for the 
future occupancy of ourselves, or 
we regard them as possible profit- 
making. investments. The _ third 
type of farmer mentioned here, is 
quite different. His farm is his 
home with all that this means. He 
draws from the city and takes it 
home with him instead of drawing 
from the farm and taking the sub- 
stance into the city. His energies 
are devoted to building and refin- 
ing the home place and in making 
it more comfortable, more beau- 
tiful and more satisfying. His 
farming is not a transient but a 
permanent endeavor. The trees, 
the birds and the flowers are /per- 
sonal friends. The farm hands on 
his place are not “problems” but 
are fellow-workers. His mornings 
and evenings are given to oversee- 
ing the work; ‘his lunch hour de- 
voted to locating and purchasing 
the thousand and one items which 
every farm needs from day to day. 
Saturday is his best day, for he 
has time then to commune with 
every animal on the farm and to 
examine every acre. Sunday he 
worships, relaxes and rests. . 


IT CAN BE SEEN from even 
this cursory examination that the 
viewpoints and motives of the va- 
-rious types of farmers, differ con- 
siderably. Maybe we had better 
' divide our Farmers’ Club into sev- 
‘eral groups. In any event, we 


‘ought to have lots of fun in trying 


to force our viewpoint on the oth- 
er fellow. This we shall certainly 
do. For it is the basic require- 
ment for every type of farmer.

New Trial Looms For Laval: 
Procedure Angers Public 


PARIS, Oct. 7.—(UP)—French 
newspapers today conceded to 
Pierre Laval a “moral victory” in 
the first three days of his hectic | 
treason trial bu: it appeared likely | 
the crafty former Vichy premier | 
would be convicted of treason this 
week and sentenced to death. 

Laval’s conviction was regard- 
ed as a foregone conclusion be- 
fore the trial started and noth- 
ing has occurred in the crowded 


courtroom to indicate any intent 


on the part of judge or jury to'| 
change the decision. 
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However, such a storm of pro- 
test has been raised throughout 
the country against turning what 
might have been one of France’s 
great trials into a three-ring cir- 
cus that there was speculation the 
whole proceedings might be called 
off and a new trial ordered. 


Several jurors have absented 
'themselves due to illness and 
only two substitutes remain. 


| It has been suggested that a 
“diplomatic” illness on the part 
of the two remaining substitutes 
would require a new trial due to 
a lack of jurors. 


French opinion seemed to fa- 
'vor either a new trial or 
silencing of all participants who 
| raise their voices above a whisper. 

Press comment was bitter. The 
morning newspaper Combat, a 
leading organ of the resistance 
/‘movement, said in a front page 
editorial: 


“The Laval trial is really dis- 
hearténing to France. Yesterday’s 
session exceeded in odiousness the 
two preceding ones. It was a mix- 
ture of baseness, mediocrity and 
incoherence — one of the most 
sordid possible of brawls. 


“For four years the people have 
believed there would be a Laval 
trial some day. We also have 
thought of it as a settling of ac- 
counts, but not of men yelling 
in front of foreign reporters and 
cameramen. We never imagined 
'the Laval trial in the comic form 
of Friday, in the odious form of | 
yesterday or the ridiculous form 
|of tomorrow.” 

Tomorrow, the trial will con- 
‘tinue without defendant, defense 
‘attorneys or defense witnesses. A |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—(7)— 
Secretary of the Treasury Vinson 
today announced victory loan pur- 


chase limitations on savings insti- | 
tutions and insurance companies. | 

The campaign is aimed at in- 
dividual purchases, essigned $4,- 
000-000,000 of the overall goal of 
$11,000,000,000. 

There never has been any real 
difficulty in disposing of the war 
securities to other than individual 
investors because of the high re- 
turn. Further, one of the prime 
reasons for each of the loans, 
other than obtaining necessary 
funds, has been to checkrein po- 
tential inflationary spending by in- 
dividuals with war-boosted in- 
comes. 

Hence Vinson’s assertion, 
letter to banks, that: 

“It is highly important that 
every effort be made to sell at 
least $4,000,000,000 of bonds to this 
group (individuals) of investors.

Fourth Corps Area 
Increase Discharges 


The rate of discharges in the 
Fourth Corps Area were double 
the expectations of Army officials 
during the month of September, 
according to the Military Person- 
nel Branch, Fourth Service com- 
mand, which revealed nearly 80,- 
000 men were discharged during 
the month against a scheduled 
33,750. 

Army officials said the stepped- 
up rate could be expected to con- 
tinue with 150,000 being released 
during October, against an origi- 
nal 45,600. November discharges 
will be nearly three times the orig- 
inal schedule, and December will 
see a near doubling of its original 
quota.

Plenty of Utility Beef Back:

Meat is back, hooray! But most, 
of it is “utility” beef, meaning that

There were some mistakes in 
the vocational rehabilitation plan 
offered to World War I veterans— 
particularly the mistake of hurry- 
ing men into training, sometimes 
without sufficient counseling and 
regardless of aptitude or ability. 
But an ill wind sometimes blows 
ideas into our heads. Now, a sys- 
tem of vocational counseling is 
being used. 


The general purpose of voca- 
tional rehabilitation is to restore 
employability to any veteran who 
has been vocationally handicapped 
because of a disability incurred in 
or aggravated by his service in the 
armed forces. It’s supposed to give 
him a chance to meet life as 
though it were his own invention. 


e Veterans’ Administration 
hasn't set up facilities of its own 
to train men. That would be get- 
ting out of its true field. So it 
uses recognized colleges, universi- 
ties, high schools, and other train- 
ing and educational institutions. 
And established business enter- 
prises are allowed to accept dis- 
abled ex-servicemen to give train- 
ing on the job. 

In the guidance of handicapped 
veterans, the selection of a future 
occupation is based on ability, edu- 
cation, past civilian experience, 
service-acquired training, present 
disability and personal desires. Vo- 
cational counsel is the key to steer- 
ing the veteran in the right direc- 
tion, 

I know an ex-Marine who took 
vocational counsel at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. He was put 
through a series of tests and had 
to. answer numerous questions.

So he went to work for a news- 
paper and took a part-time course 
in journalism, 

I’ve told of this example just to 
show how vocational counseling 
can arrive at a scientific answer 
although it may not be the answer 
to the veteran’s personal desires. 
And no vocational adviser ever in- 
sists that a vet take any training 
he doesn’t want. 

Anyway, I would say that none 
of the ex-service people who are 
eligible for the benefits of Public 
Law 16 should pass up -this poten- 
tially valuable service without at 
least a look. 

This vocational counseling is of- 
fered at all V. A. regional offices. 
Also the V. A. has made arrange- 
ments with many colleges or uni- 
versities to give vocational coun- 
seling. At those colleges or univer- 
sities a fee is charged, but it is 
paid by the V. A. Furthermore, 
travel expenses and even hotel ex- 
penses, if needed, are paid for the 
disabled ex-serviceman who seeks 
this counsel and makes application 
for it through his nearest V. A. 
regional office. 

One other thing—don’t confuse 
job counseling with vocational 
counseling. Job counseling is given 
by V. A. regional offices and VU. S. 
Employment Service offices to de- 
termine what job a veteran is best 
suited to fill. 


Vocational counseling is to find | 


out what kind of work a disabled 
man should train or educate him- 
self to fill.

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SABOTAGE IN THE ORIENT 


‘Rice Paddy Navy Helped 
Chinese Hamstring Japs 


By CLYDE FARNSWORTH 
CHUNGKING, Oct. 7.—(4)—The history of “Saco”—the fabu- 
lous Sino-American organization which was the eyes and ears of Al- 
lied intelligence in the Orient—contains all the melodrama of a Sax 


Rohmer thriller! 

Spurred by a Japanese prize of 
several million U. S. dollars on 
each head, assassins stalked the 

S. rear admiral and Chinese 
civil servant who were Saco’s top 
brains: 

Chinese pirates turned ‘patriot 
and roved from island to island 
in their junks, plotting the course 
of Japanese shipping for VU. S. 
planes and submarines: 


_ Personnel of the “Rice Paddy 
Navy”—popular term for the U. 
S. Navy men involved—teamed 
with Chinese guerrillas to man 
hundreds of watching posts, each 
equipped with a radio transmitter. 
Often the Americans disguised 
themselves as orientals. 

Only after the war ended could 
‘the story of Saco—officially the 
“Sino-American Co-operative Or- 
ganization”—be told. It ranks 
with the feats of Office of Strate- 
gic Service operatives in Europe 
and Southeast Asia. 


BEGAN AS WEATHER PROJECT 


SACO began as a U. S. Navy 
weather reporting project. Four- 
teen weather stations were set up, 
one as far north as the edge of 
the Gobi Desert. 

To secure. weather reports from 
the Japanese-occupied Chinese 
coast, the Navy men began to 
work with Chinese guerrillas. By 
the end of 1942 their-information 
was figuring importantly in the 
planning of Navy carrier strikes. 


Then, on April 15, 1943, SACO 
was created in its present form 
under an agreement signed by 
then Chinese Foreign Minister T. 
V. Soong and the late Frank Knox, 
at that time VU. S. secretary of the 
Navy. Both Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and the late President 
Roosevelt had given their ap- 
proval. 

Tai Li, the shadowy head of the 
central government secret police, 
became SACO director. His depu- 
ty was R. Adm, (then Commo- 
dore) Milton S. Miles, 45, of 
Jerome, Ariz. 

The Japanese offered several 
million dollars anyone killing 
either of them. No one knows 
how many attempts were made 
on Tai's life. 

MILES ESCAPES TWICE 


Miles barely escaped twice. 
Once, with Tai on a mission which 
carried them through Japanese 
lines into occupied China, miles 
and his companion warmed them- 
selves before a charcoal brazier. 
A man posing as a servant enter- 
ed the room and, while pretending 
to fix the fire, dumped a quanti- 
ty of cartridges into the flames. 
Throwing themselves flat on the 
floor, miles and Tai escaped the 
flying bullets. 


In August, 1942, would-be assas- 
sins followed Miles from Calcutta 
to Bombay, on to Delhi, and final- 
ly struck in the railway station at 
Allahabad. The Arizonian grappled 
with his assailants and, despite 
dagger slashes in his shoulder and 
leg, routed them. 


After winning official recgoni- 
tion, Saco grew swiftly. Experts 
on sabotage and guerrilla fighting 
arrived to train guerrillas. The 
Chinese learned how to pack ex- 
plosives in old gasoline drums and 
rig them so they would blow up 
Japanese ships venturing into in- 
land waters. 


EXPERT FIGHTERS 


Gradually the guerrillas became 
expert underground fighters. At 
first they lost five men to every 
Japanese killed. Slowly the ratio 

fted until five to six Japanese 
were dying for every Chinese. 
From last November, the guerrillas 
killed an average of 3,500 Japanese 
monthly. Their grand ‘total was 25,- 
000, according to Cmdr. George 
Berger, of Denver, Colo. Only 
two Americans were killed and 
three captured. 

Tales of high adventure, tragedy 
and terror pack Saco files but the 
role of VU. S: Navy men was 
ene the most dramatic. Very 
few were familiar with China, lt 


was the normal thing for them to 
venture into occupied territory 
with a vocabulary of only 50 Chi- 
nese words. 

They learned to eat with chop- 
sticks, live off the country and be 
satisfied at meal times with a 
bowl of plain rice and a few 
boiled vegetables or bean curd. 
STORIES ARE LEGION 
_ The stories these Navy men tell 
are legion. Once a U. S. flier bailed 
out over a Japanese field in Chi- 
ha. Chinese guerrillas created a 
disturbance at one end of the field 
to divert attention and, as soon as 
the flier hit the ground, knocked 
him out with’a single punch. The 
limp body was carried boldly past 
Japanese guards with an expla- 
nation that the flier had been 
killed while trying to escape. Once 
outside the Jap-controlled area, the 
guerrillas restored the American 
to consciousness and apologized 
before starting him on his way to 
friendly territory. That. flier, in- 
cidentally, was only one of 76 
rescued by the underground. 

Once a boarding party attacked 
a 1,000-ton Japanese freighter 
docked at Amoy. Although within 
pistol range of Japanese shore in- 
stallations, they killed or injured 
every Japanese aboard and de. 
stroyed the ship with delayed ex- 
plosives. 

Some indication of Saco’ s omnis- 
cience was found at Paoking, a 
former American airfield in Hu- 
nan. Six hundred Saco agents 
went into the town daily. The in- 
formation they passed on to the 
14th Air Foroce was so complete 
it even included a report of when 
and where the Japanese command- 
er went to bed. 

GOOD TEAM-PLAY 

Saco believes the best example 
of its team-play came in October, 
1943, when its coastal watchers 
spotted a 17-vessel Japanese ‘con- 
voy. A 14th Air Force plane drop- 
ped two mines in a narrow chan- 
nel entrance before the convoy ar- 
rived. One ship blew up and 
blocked the channel as it sank. 
The others steamed for Hainan is- 
land. More 14th AAF bombers fol- 
lowed and every ship was sunk. 

Saco played a major role in put- 
ting the finger on likely victims 
for U. S. submarine torpedoes. It 
was Saco information which led to 
the U. S. submarine Barb’s famous 
feat of destroying an entire 11l-ship 
Jap convoy. 

“Liaison man between the sub- 
marines and the coastal spy sys- 
tem was Cmdr. Walter G. Ebert, 
of West Virginia, former skipper 
of the submarine Scamp. Teams 
of one or two Americans and one 
or two Chinese comrades, hidden 
at vantage points on the Japanese- 
held shore, provided his informa- 
tion. 

The nerve center of the whole 
Saco underground, tied together 
by 600 hand-cranked and battery 
transmitters, was a wooded, rustic 
hillside only a few miles outside 
of Chungking.

million dollars in government 
bonds, Waycross faces the future 
with an opportunity for unparal- 
‘leled development, declared Lis- 
ton Elkins, managing editor of the 
Waycross Journal-Herald, an 
address before the Kiwanis club, 
his theme being “Progress in Way- 
cross.” 

The payroll of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad has mounted 
to approximately seven and a half 
million dollars a year, and several 
other industries were listed by 
the speaker with payrolls~as high 
as $50,000 a month. The Waycross 
tobacco market hit an all-timehigh 
‘during the past season with pay- 
ment of two million dollars to 
growers, he said. 


A modern turpentine plant is 
under construction at a cost of 
approximately $100,000, offering 
to Waycross a new turpentine 
market; a new health center is be- 
ing constructed at a cost of more 
than $66,000, and will be ready 
for occupancy. at an early date; 
a new livestock auction market is 
under construction; the Cauley 
ager B plant has started rebuild- 

of its plant recently destroyed 
by fire; the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad will build a modern new 
freight depot at an early date; 
the Atlantic Coast Line is install- 
ing more than $250,000 worth of 
new machinery in its shop plant; 
and business, industrial and resi- 
dential construction in Waycross 


during the next two years will 
surpass “anything known in Way- 
cross since the establishment of 
the Coast Line Reailroad’s shop 
several decades ago,” the speaker 
asserted 


Among new industrial and busi- 
ness projects listed as “probable, 
in the near future,” were a mod- 
ern pecan processing plant; a new 
theater for Negroes; a new tobacco 
warehouse. 

Elkins listed a number of other 
civic projects which are being giv- 
en community-wide attention; pro- 

establishment of a _ veter- 
ans’ hospital; development of a 
major tourist park attraction in

Atlanta ‘Tar’ 
Tells Exploits 
Of the Alaska 


M/M John Lester Wood, an 
Atlanta sailor aboard the USS 
Alaska, has written his — an 
account of what) = 
the first of the 
27,500-ton battle 
cruisers to join 
the fleet and 
enter into ac- 
tion against the 
enemy has ac- 
complished 
since she was 
commissioned 
14 months ago. 

After seven 
months of initi- 
ative sea duty, 
during which 
time the crew- 
members of the 
Alaska acquired L. Woo 
their “sea legs” and Sonaane a little 
“salty,” they moved out of far 
away Ulitha atoll with Task Force 
59 of Adm. Spruance’s Fifth Fleet, 
All hands were told that the Alas- 
ka had been designated to support 
a Carrier Task Group in making 
night air strikes on Tokyo. Their 
particular job was to escort the 
carriers Saratoga and Enterprise 
as they moved in for the night 
raids. Other task groups were to 
cover the daylight raids. 

Although this operation ‘proved 
uneventful for the Alaska, despite 
the fact that the ship was within 
100 miles of Tokyo, the experi- 
ence somehow gave the men 
aboard a “sense of being seasoned 
by the time we withdrew from 
the Tokyo area and joined the 
naval forces supporting the inva- 
sion of Iwo Jima on Feb. 19,” 
Wood wrote. 


ROUND-THE-CLOCK 

“The Alaska again steamed out 
of Ulitha and headed north for 
our new operating area off Japan's 
home island of Kyushu. Planes 
from our task force carriers York- 
town, Intrepid, Enterprise and In- 
dependence made round-the-clock 
strikes on the Jap air fields and 
such ‘shipping as could be found 
in the waters surrounding the 
southern islands,” the letter con- 
tinued. 

“It was on the morning of our 
arrival off Kyushu, March 18, that 
we made our first ‘kill’ of a Jap 
bomber. For the balance of the 
day we were under frequent at- 
tack by single Jap suicide planes, 
none of which succeeded in crash- 
ing on us or on their favorite 
target, the flight deck of a car- 
rier. Aided by heavy clouds some 
of these Japs eluded our fighter 
planes and the guns of the Alaska 
shot down one kamikaze as he 
was attempting a death plunge on 
the deck of the Enterprise. 

“It was early the next morning 
that we saw the flash of an explo- 
sion, followed by a slowly rising 
column of dense smoke 10 miles 
to the west of our group. The 
USS Franklin had been badly hit 
by a bomber. During the morning 
we watched as explosion and fire 
shook and scorched her. That 
afternoon the Alaska, Guam, San- 
ta Fe and Pittsburgh were ordered 
to escort the Franklin out of the 
danger zone, A blackened, smoul- 
dering hulk, still alive only be- 
cause of her courageous crew, she 
made emergency repairs, regained 
control of her own power of steer- 
ing and started on the long trip 
home.” 

DOWNED 5 AIRCRAFT 

While participating in 30 air at- 
tacks in the Kyushu and Okinawa 
areas, the Alaska received credit 
for downing five enemy aircraft. 
Wood, however, believes the toll 
to be still greater, but, as He ex- 
pressed it, “in the thick of battle 
things happen too fast to be sure. 

“Several of the attacking planes 
came perilously close to the car- 
riers, One succeeded in crashing 
into the Intrepid and another 
smashed itself against the thick 
side of the Missouri. One of those 
we shot down was never visible 
until the spouting flames from its 
gasoline tanks brilliantly lighted 
the blackness of night as it plum- 
meted into the sea. We got him 
by means of radar.” 

From Jan. 28 to June 13, the 
Alaska was continuously at sea. 
With the bombardment of the Jap 
island of Minami Daito Jima, they 
wound up their part of combat ac- 
tion against the enemy and are 
now steaming along in the Yellow 
sea, viewing from a distance cities 
that most of the crew members 
never expected to see.
